McDonald jumped out of the ship

Botts craw’led out after the crash 
and as both ship and house burst 
into flames. 
He was taken to the 
Nassau county hospital at Mineó la, 
where it was said his injuries w’ere 
not serious.

State Bank; Key stone State Bank 
and the Bank of Kelly vilie. 
H. 
L. Pay ne, 
cashier of the Sa­ 
pulpa Bank, 
said 
McCauley 
was 
chairman of the board of most of 
the 13 banks in which he was in­ 
terested. 
The 
American 
State 
Bank at Porum w'as the only one 
of the group which had not closed 
its doors this morning. 
McCauley 
w'ent 
to 
Sapulpa in 
19 10 from Webbers Falls. 
He wras 
a civic 
leader there, serving 
one 
term 
as may or, 
and was one of the 
first commissioners under the city 
manager form of government now' 
in effect in Sapulpa. 
McCauley , a former may or of Sa­ 
pulpa, 
died 
of 
apoplexy , 
it 
was 
said by his phy sician, Dr. P. K. 
Lew*is. 
C. 
J . Alexander, assistant state 
bank 
commissioner, 
w*ho 
was 
in 
charge of the affairs of the Sapulpa 
State Bank, said he understood Mc­ 
Cauley w*as in Tulsa y esterday , at­ 
tempting to arrange a loan to car­ 
ry the Spulpa bank over a crisis, 
but w*as unsuccessful. 
Dr. Lewis w'as called to the Mc­ 
Cauley 
home last night by 
Mrs. 
McCauley . 
She said her husband 
collapsed when he started to retire. 
He died less than an hour later 
without regaining consciousness. 
Commissioner Shull attributed all 
the failures to “ the frozen condi­ 
tion of assets.’’ 
“ It was simply a condition that 
existed because of a deflation that 
started in 19 20,” Shull said. “ This 
failure is in no wise a reaction 
from the crashing stock markets. 
It doesn’t reflect any bad situation 
in the state. 
It is simply an after- 
math of the deflation in which Mc­ 
Cauley ’s problem w*as made larger 
because he had tw'elve banks under 
his control.” 
The fight of McCauley to save the 
institutions from a crash w*as re­ 
lated by the bank commission. 
“ McCauley believed he could work 
out his problem and did not give 
up 
until 
y esterday 
w'hen 
he 
re­ 
ceived a final answer from parties 
whom he had hoped 
w'ould 
take 
over the banks, in w’hich they stat­ 
ed 
they 
could 
not 
complete 
the 
transadtion. 
“ It 
w*as 
unfortunate 
that 
the 
failures occurred at this time be­ 
cause it will leave the impression 
with many that 
it was 
caused 
through 
the 
stock 
market 
situa­ 
tion.” 
None of McCauley ’s banks 
carried that kind of collateral. 
McCauley had $50,000 life insur­ 
ance which w*as made pay able to 
the banks which he controlled, Mr. 
Shull said. 
Most of the money w'as 
to go to the Sapulpa bank. 
Shull said there was a possibility 
that the bank at Henry etta, the 
one at Sapulpa and possibly one or 
two others 
would 
reopen in 
the 
near future.

Insistence Made Upon Re­ 
tention 
of 
State 
Property Tax

recommended 
plan of the 
educational experts on the staff of 
the 
state 
survey commission for 
removal of the office of state super­ 
intendent of public schools from 
the list of elective offices and cre­ 
ation of an appointive board of 
education of seven members was 
approved today by the commission. 
The seven m eir/er board, named 
by the governor from the state at 
large writhout political designation 
would appoint a state superintend­ 
ent or director of education. 
A 
constitutional 
amendment 
would 
have 
to 
be 
voted to make 
the 
change. 
Besides the state board a county 
board of education, also composed 
of seven members elected at large 
w*ith 
not more than 
three from 
any urban area. 
There also would be provided a 
county 
board 
of 
education, also 
composed of seven members elect­ 
ed at large with not more than 
three from any urban area, and 
this group would appoint the coun­ 
ty superintendents of schools, now 
elected, 
and 
supervise 
county 
school sy stems. 
The plan was recommended by 
the 
staff 
of 
educational 
experts 
headed by Dr. George D. Stray er, 
educational expert of Columbia Uni­ 
versity , New York. 
The commission was told earlier 
this week by the experts that the 
plan Is working successfully in a 
qumber of states an^ that it is the 
only method by which high promes- 
sional service can be secured and 
politics 
removed 
from 
the 
state 
school sy stem. 
The members of both the propos­ 
ed state and county hoards of edu­ 
cation w*ould serve without pay .

—The State Survey Commission to­

EASY TO DETECT 
POULTRY DISEASE 


Ex pert Tells o f Tests to Sho w 
Carriers o f Ills. 
“Fifteen years’ experience has 
taught the Massachusetts poultry 
men that the so-called agglutina­ 
tion test is an efficient means of 
detecting 
carriers 
of 
bacillary 
w’hite diarrhea infection,*» said W. 
R. HInshaw of the Massachusetts 
Agricultural college experiment sta­ 
tion. 
In this test, made under a 
microscope, specimens of the sus­ 
pected bdcterla are mixed with a 
sample of diluted blood serum from 
the infected bird. 
“The laboratory 
test alone will not eradicate the 
disease; it is only one step in the 
progress.” 
Under the Massachusetts law, the 
control of the disease is volun­ 
tary with the poultryman, who pays 
for the service at the experiment 
station control laboratory at the 
rate of 1 0 cents a bird plus 1 cent 
for the leg band. 
The cost of 
1 1 
cents for each bird includes ex­ 
penses of the blood collector as well 
as the actual laboratory Awork. 
Mr. Hinshaw attributes the fail­ 
ure of certain poultrymen to eradi­ 
cate the disease to a number of 
reasons. 
The poultryman may fail 
to test all his birds, or fail to re­ 
test at intervals within the season 
if the flock is found to be infected, 
or he may keep chicks which have 
been hatched before the test had 
been completed. Other reasons are 
the failure to remove reactors from 
the flock as soon as they are re­ 
ported ; the failure to burn offal 
from birds which react to the test 
killed for home use; and the fail­ 
ure to clean 
and disinfect the 
houses following the removal of re­ 
actors. 
Sometimes the poultryman makes 
the mistake of holding reactors for 
egg-layiiig purposes, and feeding 
eggs from 
unknown sources 
to 
baby chicks. 
Again he may hatch 
eggs for poulirynien wiio have not 
tested their flocks, or buy stock 
such as eggs, 
chicks, and adults, 
from diseased flocks. When he re­ 
turns birds to the flocks from poul­ 
try show’s and cgg-lnyiiig contests 
W’ithoiit first q uarantining them, he 
runs danger. 
Lack of attention to 
details in the field at the time of 
collection of iilood samples may 
result in failure to eradicate the 
disease.

Though convenience concerns the 
manager directly, it indirectly af­ 
fects the poultry. 
The more con­ 
venient it is to do the >. irk the

morning 
will swell the crowd, expected to 
total 16,000 with good weather. 
The showing of the Tigers In 
their victory over Kansas last Sat­ 
urday and the possibility that a 
champion will be made here tomor­ 
row has caused many students to 
revise previously laid plans to leave 
town as soon as possible after class­ 
es were dismissed at noon for the 
week end. 
The winner of the game here Is 
assured of at least second place in 
the final Bix Six conference stand­ 
ings and the loser is virtually cer­ 
tain of finishing fourth in the per­ 
centages.

THREE HUNDRED 
CARAT DIAMOND 
IN BANK VAULT 


Famo us Gem Has Been 
Awe o f Custo ms Offi­ 
cials and Bank Clerks

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—On the 
crest of a blue velvet cushion en­ 
cased in the steel of a Fifth Avenue 
bank vault today lies a 300 carat 
diamond neck lace that has traveled 
through 
Egy pt 
and 
America, 
in 
brown paper parcels since the day 
it graced the throat of Napoleon’s 
empress. 
More than a hundred y ears ago 
Napoleon I gave the jew’els to his 
young wife, Marie Louise, in his 
joy over the birth of their son whom 
he dreamed would carry on the 
Napoleon ‘‘dy nasty .’’ 
Since then It has 
graced 
the 
throats of an Austrian empress and 
archduchess, has traveled the sands 
of Egy pt and the subway s of New 
York , has been the awe of customs 
officials and the w'onder of bank 
clerk s. 
Today it is in the care of Mrs. 
Charles F. Townsend, who was born 
the Princess Baronte, daughter of 
the 
Italian 
Prince 
Baronte, 
and 
who Is a friend of the Archduchess 
of Austria, Marie Therese, Its 74- 
year-old owner. 
A little more than a y ear ago 
Mrs. Townsend, the wife of a re­ 
tired English government official 
formerly serving in Egy pt, carried 
the jewels to King Fuad of Egy pt 
who considered them for his queen. 
Mrs. Townsend put them Into a 
shoe-box, tuck ed them under her 
arm and boarded a second class 
tram so that she might attract no 
attention on her way to tAe palace. 
The 
queen preferred 
a 
rope 
of 
pearls, so the diamonds were not 
purchased. 
Instead they were returned to the 
arch-duchess. 
Then Mrs. 
Townsend came to 
America and the jewels were sent 
to her, addressed to a New York 
bank . 
They arrived and were re­ 
fused by the bank as “romantic and 
unusual business” and back they 
w^ent to Vienna. 
Again they came to America, ad­ 
dressed this time to Marie Therese’s 
friend. 
Customs officials investi­ 
gated the neck lace and messages 
flew' back and forth from Vienna 
and Washington to New York . His­ 
toric antiques are entitled to be ad­ 
mitted duty free. 
Eventually it was admitted to the 
United States—duty free and cus­ 
toms officials sent for Mrs. Towm- 
send to claim the neck lace. 
"Look !” one assistant called in 
w’onder to his companion. 
“Look 
what 
Napoleon 
gave 
his 
girl 
friend I” 
Mrs. Townsend wrapped the jew­ 
els in brown paper and tied them 


with twine, boarded a subway and 
carried them to her New 
York 
apartment and thence to the bank 
which houses them today. 
The neck lase, set in silver and 
gold, has 47 diamonds, the larger 
ones 
fifteen 
carats. 
Around 
its 
circular design hang ten briolettes 
and nine pendants. 
With it goes the will of the 
young empress for whom it was 
made. 
With it also goes the bill of 
Nitot, the court jew'eler who assemb­ 
led it from the jew^el marts of the 
wmrld, describing each stone in de 
tail. 
And last there is Marie Therese’s 
signed letter of description and the 
Hapsburg certificate of succession.

losses of $500,000,000 through crime 
are suffered by the American pub­ 
lic which pays but $85,000,000 a 
year to protect $15,000,000,000, ac­ 
cording to Russell A. Algire, vice 
president of the National Surety 
Company today. 
The half billion dollar losses are 
both insured and uninsured, Mr. Al­ 
gire said, adding 
that 
the 
large 
amount protected by crime insur­ 
ance constitutes an insufficient pro­ 
portion. 
The annual loss is divided by Mr. 
Algire as follows: 
embezzlement, 
$125,000,000; 
burglary 
and 
tneft 
$250,000,000; 
forgery 
and 
fraud, 
$125,000,000. 
During the four y ears from 19 25 
to the beginning of 19 29 , seventy 
bank s were ruined as a result of 
embezzlement, robbery 
or 
other 
criminal acts, with aggregate re­ 
ported losses of $32,89 3,600, accord­ 
ing to the tabluations. 
The larger losses by states were: 
Missouri, $9 ,631,468; Tennessee, $3,- 
150,168; 
Pennsy lcania, 
$2,9 82,653; 
Illinois $2,423,000; Ohio, $1,9 33,000; 
Nebrask a, $1,600,000; 
New 
York , 
$1,269 ,000; Colorado $1,176,000. 
The report 
cites 
the 
unusual 
range 
of 
crimes 
committed 
In 
America as an illustration of the 
fact that “an underwriter of crime 
insurance must combat brains in­ 
stead of nature.’’

VESPER PROGRAM WAS

KANSAS CITY, Nov. 27.—Seek­ 
ing an adjustment of train freig ht 
rates to bring rates south and east 
from Kansas points back into the 
relation which prevailed before last 
Aug ust, the Kansas City board of 
trade has filed a brief presenting its 
plea to the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission. 
The appeal of the board is based 
on a rate battle last Aug u.st which 
started when 
the 
Kansas 
City 
Southern railroad was g iven author­ 
ity by the commission to reduce 
its rates from Kansas City to g ulf 
ports 7 cents a hundred pounds. 
Other railroads retaliated by ob­ 
taining a similar reduction, and in 
addition reducing the rate the same 
amount between all Kansas points 
and the g ulf. 
Eastern rates were undisturbed 
and the result was that g rain ship­ 
ment w*ere diverted south, instead 
of being handled by Kansas City 
facilities. 
The board of trade sug g ests in its 
brief that “a proper relationship’’ 
mig ht be re-established either ' by 
increasing rates to the g ulf or by 
reducing to rates to the east, or 
by a combination of both.
